SILVER PROBLEM. 


‘(Our Own Correspondent.) 


Shanghai, Mar, 16, 

The creation of a really effec. 
tive planning organisation which 
would guide the productive 
forces of the country and ‘¢o- 
ordinate the agtivities of | the 
various Government Ministries, 
is advocated by Mr. T. V. Soong, 
the Nanking Finance Minister, 
in his second annual report which 
was released for publication at 
a late hour yesterday. 

The report discloses n deficit of 
$101,000,000, and states that 49.6 
per vent. of the Government’s re- 
venue went in support of war 
operations, and 37.6 per cent. to 
the service of lonna, 

Mr. Soong. expresses the hope 
that budgetary equilibrium will 
have been reached by 1932, while 
he cites the major achievements 
of the F’nance Ministry for 1930. 


Effect of Silver Slump. 


Dlacussing silver and Chinese 
debts in reapect of silver, the Re- 
port states that while the conse- 
quences of the serious slump in 
silvar have beon most disastrous 
from the viewpoint of — business 


smMenand the consumers of foreign 


goods, us well as for the Govern- 
ment, it is fortunate that the con- 
sequences of the decline have not 
been so serious for the bulk of the 
population, 


Mr, Soong points out that this 
lessening of the hardship is due 
to the fact that the purchasing 
value of silver.for domestic cone 
modities haw not greatly depreciat- 
ed, 


Financial Reforms, 


Mr. Soong yoes on to enumerate 
financial reforms contemplated, 
spenking with gratification of the 
decision of the National Political 
Council (o insist upon a national 
budget of expenditure and revenue, 
the first of which is to be prepared 
for the curent year, 

Militury headquarters are re- 
quired to submit Estimates of 
ordinary expenditure, based upon 
the number of troops to be provid- 
ed for, and Eatimates of extraor- 
dinary expenditure, including the 
cost of bandit suppression. 


All Government departments 
must submit similar  Eatimates 
for approval within a prescribed 
time-limit. Furthernmiore,. all ac- 
counts will be audited regularty, 
and where such accounts ure not 
in order, the responsible officials 
will be reHeved of their posts. 


Statement on Gold Basis. 


Marshal Chiang Kai-shek also 
made an important announcement 
regarding the national ‘finances 
yesterday, declaring that China 
would not seck a foreign loan of 
any description in 1931, The 
econamic experts of the. League 
of Nationa have been in-consulta- 
tion with ffic Nanking | Fintince 
Ministry, and have given ‘thls 
advice. <

GOES ASHORE AT HAINAN | 
BLUFF IN FOG, 


GUNBOAT BEING SENT. 


Bound for Hongkong — and 
Swatow — from Hongay, the 
Japanese cargo stenmer Shinsei 
Maru No, 6 went aground at Hal- 
nin Blatf on Saturday morning at 
about nine o'clock, 

“The vessel has been holed in the 
No. 1 hatch, but, at present, no 
danger is entertained for the 
safety of the crew. 

A message was received in 
Hongkong over the week-end by 
Messrs. Hidaka and Co., the local 
agents of the vessel, informing 
them of the mishap, and another 
messnge has been sent to Japan, 
where this vessel [s insured. 
Capt. T. Tokimitau is in.command 
of the vessel, with a crew of 42 
Japanese officers and men as well 
as a few Chinese. 

A Japanese fishing trawler, the 
Hayamn Maru, which waa in the 
vicinity at the me of the ground- 
ing, is ut present standing by, in 
ense of emergency, but meanwhile, 
the Japanese gunboat, Uji, which 
is in port, will leave for the scene 
of the stranding this afternoon. 

The ship ig carrying a full cargo 
of coal.and was due to arrive in 
Nongkony yesterday morning. 

It is .understood that the 
weather wos very thick at the 
time, and this, it is stated, was 
the principal cause of ‘the mishap. 

Tho Shinsei Maru No. 6 is a 
steel screw steamer of 8,400 tons 
gross tnd 2,127 tons nett, built 
in 1904 by W. Doxford and Sons, 
Ltd., ut Sunderland. She is regis- 
tered ut Dairen, having a length 
of 332.1 feet, a beam ‘of 46.6 feet 
and a deyith of 22 feet. She docs 
not call regularly at Hongkong, 
but parsed throigh this port a few 
weeka ayo. -

STEPHENSON AND 
FREVITHICK. 


A litile item which we encounter- 


«bed in a Home newspaper a few days 


nyo revives the question as to who 
was the inventor of the steam lo- 
comutive. This was to the effect 
that in the litle town of Camborne, 
in- Cornwall, a statue is shortly to 
tbe ereeted in memory of Richard 
Trevithick, who was a native of the 
town named ind who is regarded by 
all Cornishmen, and many others as 
well, us being entitled to priority 
over George Stephenson in the 
claim of having built the first lo- 
comotive a8 well as the first rail- 
way. The rival claims of the two 
inventors raises an issue of extreme 
interest to all engineers, the more 
so since the facts appear to run al- 
together contrary to popular opin- 
jon. . 

Trevithick and. Stephenson were 
contemporaries. The first-named 
was born in 1771 and died. in’ 1833), 
whilst Stephenson first saw the 
light of day in 1781 and passed 
away in 1848. “The Cornish 
Giant,” as Trevithick was known, 
for he was a man of great stature 
ua well as a giant in. engineering 
skill, was buried at the expense of 
a few fellow-workers in an un- 
marked grave, leaving his fellow- 
Cornishmen and a handful of en- 
gincers and students of engineer? 
ing matters to note his achieve 
ments; whilst Stephenson departed 
this life in on halo of - world 
fame, with various . monuments 
Yater erected in lis memory, in- 
cluding the large statue which 
dominates the vestibule of Euston 
Railway Station. It is a Iittle 
fronical tliat this statue should be 
erected almost on the spot where 
Trevithick Inid his circular railway 
and .ran his locomotive in 1808, 
six years before Stephenson ‘puilt 
his firat . engine,

which have cnused the engineering 
correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian to describe. him as “pro- 
bably the greatest Inventor who 
ever lived.” Another authority 
has pointed out that it was Trevi- 
thick who first broke through the 
trammels of Watt's system of con- 
densation of low,-if not negative, 
pressure,. who first employed the 
internal fireplace and internal heat- 
ing surfnee, who first created 4 
chimney draught by means of ex- 
haust steam, who first employed 2 
horizontal cylinder and the cranked 
axle and to propose two such cy- 
Jinders with cranks at right “ingles 
ito each other, tho fist to surround 
jthe cylinder with het air, the first 
to draw a load by adhesion of a 
smooth wheel upon a smooth fron 
bar, and the first to make and work 
a railway locomotive. These items 
in Trevithick’s progress are impor- 
tant us showing that his locomo- 
tive was no-mere matter of acci- 
dental good fortune, but that in 
regard to mechanics he was a man 
of almost infinite resource. 

For us here in the Far East it is 
interesting to note that Trevithick’s 
son, who, we believe, is still alive 
4n England, was also a clever en- 
xineer and that as a young fain he 
came to Japan, where he lived for 
many years. He married a Japan- 
ese lady, and a son by the marriage 
is now one of the most popular and 

shipmasters of the N.Y.K. 

It is well that the elder Tre- 
| vithick’s claims should be vindi- 
‘cated. The facts have frequently 
been stated and at long last they 
appear to be making some impres- 
No-one wishes for’a moment 
to detract from Stephenson's grent 
accomplishments, but in the Inter- 
ests of historical accuracy, the facts 
should be widely known.

R, H. G. Wells and his colla- 

borators have been’ telling us 

in “The Science of Life” that 
the build of 8 man’s body corre 
sponds in some way to his char- 
neter and genius. 

Thus the Iean man is the more 
likely to bo a fanatle or spinner of 
theories, while in the man of me- 
dium build you will more probably 
find the intultively practical man, 
such as Cavour or Mr. Lloyd 
George. 

I have never had much fnith in 
those theorles of “body-build” 
which associate leanness with fann. 
ticiam of a rather sinister kind, and 
exalt all fat men 2s mountains of 
good nature. I believe that these 
theories have becn spun out of the 
jealous brains of the fat while the 
iean, not being subject to jealousy, 
have nover retorted in kind. 

If there is one thing more cer- 
tnin than another, it Js that, ns tho 
human race has grown older, it has 
grown leaner, and that, o8 it has 
grown Ieancr, it has grown moro 
tolerant, and even more good-na- 
tured. Fifty years ago, if you 
wanted to meet a real fanatic, you 
had only to go into a club and speak 
to the most corpulent member you 
could discover in one of the arm- 
chairs. 


The Fat Fuanatle. 


There have, of course, been many 
exceptions to the rule of the fann- 
ticism of the fat. 1 have no doubt 
that every Falstaff of either sox 
who reads these lines is an excep- 
tion. At the same time, I am suro 
that if I were being tried by a ma- 
gistrate for poaching I should be

Children’s Play. 

In the discussion that followed a 
lady asked the Dean what should 
be pup attitude with reyard to 
children and the keeping of Sun- 
day. . 

The Dean in reply said that to 
many of us in youth Sunday had 
been a day of unhappiness and 
even — terror. Personally — he 
thotght ne prohjbition on 
children's play should be enforced. 
On the contrary it would be a good 
thing te have special privileses 
and generally to make the day a 
specially happy one, and not what 
it had been in the past for so 
many of us. 

With regard to Sunday games 
the Dean suid he could sve no 
objection to them at all, provided 
that the duty towards Ged, wor- 
ship, and one’s duty to one’s 
brother -in this case the refrain- 
ing from anything that) makes 
work for others—-were observed 
in letter and spirit. : si

>The Rev. H. V. Koop said that 
in tomer days the pulpit wus the

U.S. PROTEST TO' 
NANKING. 


—— 


CONCERN OVER CAPTIVE 
MISSIONARIES. 


RELEASE DEMANDED. 


- Washington, Mar, 11. 

Urgent representations regard- 
ing the plight of Rey. Bert Nelson | 
and Rev. Kristofer Tvedt, Ameri- 
can missionarics long held cap- 
tive in China, were.ordered by the 
Depurtment of State to-day. 

Mr: Nelson T. Johnson, Amert- 
can Minister to China,. has been 
Inatrueted by the State Depart- 
ment to make urgent: repreaenta- 
tions to the National Government 
at Nanking at once. He is 
instructed .to say that “The 
American people are seriously 
concerned ‘over the leng-continued 
captivity of missionaries John- 
son and Tvedt.”" , 

Protestations * were ordered 
against the harsh-treatment which 
the missionaries are declared to be 
receiving at the hands of the 
bandiis, It is declared that the 
bandits whip and etherwise mal- 
trent their captives. 

Shortly afler-Mr. Johnson waa 
instructed to make urgent repre- 
xentntions to the Nanking Govern- 
ment the Department of State 
received dispatches declaring that 
Chinese military authorities have 
been Instructed to obtain the 
release of Mr, Nelson and Mr. 
Tvedt, 

On Octaber 5 of Inst. the 
American missionaries were taken 
by bandits in Honan. During 
their captivity they have been 
moved from place to place as the 
‘bandits sought to obtain ransom. 
It is known that the captives are 
In a mountain stronghold of 
Chinese brigunds [n Yangkiashan, 
a district 20 miles from Chiliping 
in north-eastern Hupeh. ‘ 

Repeatedly during the past five 
months Mr. Frank P. Lockhart the 
American Consul General in Han- 
know, haa demanded that mea- 
sures be taken to effect the 
release of the American citizena 
but all of his efforts have been 

. futile. He was quoted last week 
as asserting that no serious effort 
has been made by the Chineae. 
military to release the Americans. 

Recent dispatches from Shang- 
hai regarding the plight of mis- 
sionaries Nelaon and Tvedt have 
een widely published in the 
United States arousing wide- 
spread indignation and resulting 
in the stern attitude of the Depart. 
ment of State. es

RUGBY CHAMPIONSHIP

South China Indulge In 
Heavy Scoring. 


Exeept for one period when the 
yesult was already decided, the 
Royal Artillery were completely 
outclassed by South'China. The 
score of 7-2 does not exaggerate 
the suptriority of the 
lenders, On the contrary, the 
efforts of Joynson in the RA. goal 
saved his side from a double- 
fire deficit. 

The abilities of Joynson were 
called upon for demonstration in 
the first half particularly when 
South China attacked for long 
periods with few counter-raids to 
give the R.A. defence a breathing 
spell, Hig goal remained intact for 
fifteen minutes and then.

SERIOUS OUTBREAK AT 
PENITENTIARY, 


re Jolict, Il., Mar. 14." 
A revolt broke out in the State 
Penitentinry here mong 1,600 
convicts, shortly after the lunch 
hour. . ; . 

. The mon. defied their guards and 
refused to yo to their cells, The 
guards . fired warning. shots to 
bring them to their senses, The 
alarm raised the prison reserves, 
who rushed up with machine guns 
which they traincd on'the rebels, 
who soon rushed for cover, 

Threo of the convicts seized and 
belaboured the Governor of the 
Penitentiary until they were felled 
by shots from the guards. The 
convicts wrecked the kitchen and 
dining hall, pitching all the 
furniture out of the windows. 
Luckily they were unarmed and 
the guards were soon noble to 
eapture the’ ringleaders, They 
placed 43. in trons, whereupon the 
revolt subsided. ‘

victs slightly injured and one 
guard who suffered a broken arm.

GARDEN CITY RECREATION 
CLUB FORMED. 


The Association of Subscribers 
to the Kowloon Tong Building 
Scheme, having accomplished the 


work it set out to do in effecting: 


a settlement between themaclves, 
the Government, and the Kowloon 
Tong and New Territories. Deve- 
lopment Co. Ltd., the Association 
was dissolved at a meeting held 
on Saturday afternoon and a new 
one was inaugurated. The new. 
Assoctation Is to be known as Tho 
Garden City Recreation Club of 
Kowloon Tong, and officials: eloct- 
ed pro tem are Mr. J. M, Wong 
(chairmnn), Mr. H. F. Un (scere- 
tary) and Messrs. W. S. V. Curtiss, 
E. J. D, Figueiredo, 8. P. Heu, 
Wong’ Chak-nam and Chan Nal- 
pan. 

The matter js explained in the 
following information which was 
laid before the mecting, presided 
over by Mr. J. M. Wong: 

The New Plan, 

It-has been suggested by several 
persons interested in the Kowlogn 
Tong area that now that the 
general Building Scheme has been 
settled, it. would be advantnaycous 
to residents in the Kowloon Tong 
area for a properly constituted as- 
xociation to be formed, to look after 
the interests of residents, and te 
provide a club-house and recred- 
tion grounds for the use of per- 
sons living in the neighbourhood. 

After the mecting which has 
been fixed for the 14th inst. has 
heen held, the object: for which 
the Association of Subscribers of 
the Kowloon Tons Building 
Scheme was formed will. except 
for the question of the water sup- 
ply for flush system, have finished, 
and it is thought that it would be 
a yood opportunity to consider the 
formation of a permanent associa- 


‘tion which will, in the future, be 


able to look after the interests of 
residents, and which will also 
provide the facilities of a club and 
recreation ground for residents. 

The undersigned have gone into 
the question very carefully, nat 
only with themselves, but with 
other residents in the Kowloon 
Tong area, ‘and feel that if Gov- 
ernment’s permission can be oh- 
tained it would be to the. great 
benefit of all residents if the open 
space facing Waterloo Road could 
br utilised for the putpase of a 
¢lub-house, and also ag a general 
recreation ground upon which 
tennis courts and other playing 
fields could be Jald out. 

As you know, under the original 
Kowloon ‘Tong Building Scheme, 
this aren has been surrendered to 
the Crown as on open spree, and 
was originally intended, in accor- 
dence with the development. 
scheme, to be used as a public park. 

Lease for Open Space. 

Various difficultics, however. 
have arisen, and it seomy that if 
the original intention is carried 
out this open space will never be 
of a satisfactory nature, as the 
Government have found —them- 
selves unable to protect the 
ground sufficiently to prevent it 
becoming in course of time little 
more than a purely open space. 
It ix, therefore, suggested that 
Government may be approached to 
grant a lease of this open space 
to the Association If formed, and 
if this was the case then the above 
development can, if members will 
subscribe thereto, be taken in 
hand by the Assneiation, and

The Principal Defence, 


When the Court resumed its sit- 
ting in the afternoon, Mr, Frank- 
lin said that the principal defence 
wus that five years elapsed be- 
tween the trial in Tientsin and the 
fling of the motion for u new trial.
